PLANE IN ARMY 
WHEELER ASSERTS 


All of 639 Ships Lack 
Either Self-Sealing Gas 
Tanks or Fire-Power and 


Armor, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
said today he had “absolutely reli- 
able” information that the army 
“does not now have a single plane 
suitable for combat service in mod- 
ern warfare.” 

_ Wheeler declined to disclose his 
source of information, but declared 
he was convinced of its reliability. 


During 1940, he declared, total 
war plane deliveries were 2884 of 
which he said 2308 went to Great 
Britain and other foreign coun- 
tries and 576 went to the United 
States Army and Navy. 

On Jan. 1, eeler said, the 
army had 639 planes, divided 


lows: | 
Ninety-one heavy bombers, 38 
medium bombers, 6 light bombers, 
1 pursuit fighter, 212 pursuit in- 
terceptors, 231 observation, 14 rec- 
onnaisance and 46 transport. 

He gave the figures in an inter- 
view. 

Of the 639 planes, Wheeler said, 
not one was suitable for combat in 
modern war because all lacked 
either self-sealing gas tanks or 
sufficient firepower and armor 
plate. 

Wheeler, a leader of the fight 
against the administration’s aid-to- 
Britain bill, said he had read re- 
ports quoting Secretary of War 
Stimson as saying that the army 
had 650 first line combat planes. 
The Senator added that the war 
secretary must have given an ap- 
proximate figure for all types of 
army planes. 

“The majority of the army 
planes are not fighting planes,” 
the Senator declared, “but are tac- 
tical types.” 

Wheeler said he understood that 
20 of the army’s 91 heavy bombers 
would be released to Britain. 

“The balance,” he continued, 
“are not modernized and only 57 
of them could be modernized. 

Medium and Light Bombers. 

“The medium and light bombers 
are looked upon by many army peo- 
ple as worthless, and they can’t be 
modernized. The pursuit fighter is 
an experimental plane, and the pur- 
suit interceptors, including 198 
P-40s, are to be: modernized with 
armor plate and self-sealing gas 
tanks, but it is doubtful that they 
can be given adequate fire power.

BRITAIN WILL USE 
Ud BUILT PLANES 
TO CONVOY SHIPS 


Cross Reveals Plan for 
Protection by  Long-

LONDON, Feb. 4 (AP).—Ship- 
ping Minister Roxald H. Cross dis- 
closed today that Britain is to get 
patrol planes from the United States 
for convoying its merchant fleet. 

Cross, addressing the Empire So- 
ciety, spoke of “the very valuable 
acquisition” of 50 United States 
cestroyers and added that “long- 
distance aircraft which we are to 
receive from the United States will 
also play an important part in pro- 
tecting our ships.”

FARMERS SEE CRAFT 
BREAK UP IN AIR 

Victims Are. S. Lawrence 
Harris, 31, East St. Louis 
Ci ili and Ed rd 
Hersman, Akron, O. 


An Air Corps cadet and a civilian 
flying instructor from Parks Air 
College were killed shortly before 
10 o'clock this morning in the 
crash of a training plane on a farm 
about nine miles south of Hast St. 
Louis. 

The dead were S. Lawrence Har- 
ris, 31 years old, of 1714 North 
‘I'wenty-third street, East St. Louis, 
the instructor, and Cadet Edward 
E. Hersman, 23, of Akron, oO. 

The plane, a low-wing trainer, 
crashed on the farm of Alfred 


Scharf, on Imbs Station road, half 
a mile vest of Millstadt road, and 
about six miles south of the air 
college. 

John Mueller, a farmer, told a 
Post-Dispatch. reporter that he 
heard the roar of a motor and, 
giancing upward, saw the plane 
hurtling over his residence wi 
one wing missing. 

“The plane was twisting and 
turning and disappeared behind a 
knoll,” Mueller related. “There was 
a loud crash and I ran over there.” 


One Man Buried Under Motor. 
Mueller found one man’ dead on 
the ground. The plane was smashed 
to bits and the second man was 
buried underneath the motor, 


soft ground.*-The missfiig~ wing: 
was found on a neighboring farm, 
Mueller notified Parks Air Col- 
lege of the crash and a field crew 
and ambulances were — to 
the scene. The pieces of the plane 
scattered above ground were gath- 
ered up and the body was dug out 
from under the motor, which was 
buried eight feet in the ground.. 
Scharf and his son, Alfred Jr., 
were cutting wood in their barnlot 
when they heard the plane over- 
head and then were attracted by a 
cracking noise. They said they saw 
a wing break loose from the plane, 
which plunged in a twisting dive 
with the motor roaring. Particles 
of the broken wing shredded from 
the craft as it plummeted to earth. 


Both Wore Parachutes. 


Both Harris and Hersman wore 
parachutes, but they apparently 
were unable to extricate themselves 
because of the speed of the plunge. 
The Scharfs did not estimate the 
altitude of the plane when the 
wing tore off. 

Harris -nd Hersman had taken 
off a short time earlier from Cur- 
tiss Airport, the practice field used 
by Parks Air College in the cadet 
training program. a for- 
mer Parks student who had been 
flying 11 years, became an instruc- 
tor at the school last August. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs.

Flees to United States. 


Apparently e arrest of leaders 
was technical, however, for today 


Col. Jose E. Pedraza, ousted as 
chief of the Cuban Army, fled to 
the United States in a Pan-Amer- 
ican plane bound for Miami. 

Col. Pedraza was accompanied 
~Lteut. Col: Bernardo ~ Garcia, 
who was removed three days ago 
as chief of the Cuban national 
‘police on the grounds that he had 
a hand in the plot, and Capt. Owen 
Parr, his military aid, 

Although Pedraza supposedly had 
been under arrest at his home since 
last night, it was understood. that 
the Government permitted him to 
board the plane. The chief of. the 
navy, Col. Angel A. Gonzalez, it 
was announced, is under arrest at 
Camp Columbia. 

Batista in his address, which was 
broadcast, said the conspirators 
conferred with officers of the po- 
lice force, the army and the navy, 
ordering them to choose between 
them and the President to deter- 
mine who should have control of 
the country. 

Reports Document Signed. 

The -officers’' consulted, Batista 
asserted, were compelled to sign 
a document which friends later 
conveyed to him. He added that 
he had destroyed it. 

The army and the navy, which 

means Cuba’s warships and not the 
men alone, he said, are ready for 
any eventuality. 
Batista said he was the “voice of 
the people.” He asserted that the 
attitude of the leaders of the armed 
forces had “forced me to suppress 
this seditious movement.”

Real Estate Financing Firm 
Officer, 51, Found Dead 
With Bullet in Heart—

A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
was returned today at an inquest 
into the death of Henry McRee,

& Co., real estate financing firm, 
who was found shot last evening 
in his automobile in Babler lane, an 
infrequently used gravel by-road 
off Litzinger road just east of 
Lindbergh boulevard. 

Mr. McRee, 51 years old, was the 
father of Miss Rosalie McRee, the 
Veiled Prophet Queen. 

He had béen shot throtgh the 
heart with a bullet from an auto- 
matic pistol which was found on 
the seat of the automobile. One shot 
had been fired from the weapon, 
which was of the same make and 
caliber, but of later manufacture, 
as one kept in his home at 1700 
South Warson road, Ladue. The 
wound was powder-burned. 

No note was found. Members of 
his family and business associates 
could offer no explanation of why 
he might have shot himself. They 
said he had been in good health, 
and his business affairs were in 
good order. | 
‘Observed in Auto Earlier. 

The body was found, shortly aft- 
er 5 p. m., by Frank A. Dauster of 
Creve Coeur, gardener at a Litzin- 
ger road residence, who had first 
observed the automobile in Babler 
lane in the forenoon when he was 
driving children to school, Noticing 
it again in the evening when he 
returned, Dauster took the chil- 
dren to their homes and returned 
to investigate. He summoned La- 
due police. 

Dauster had thought, when he 
saw the automobile in the morn- 
ing, that the man in ft was writ- 
ing. No writing materials, except 
a pencil] in the glove compartment 
of the automobile, were found, how- 
ever. There were, in the front 
seat, pictures of Mr.  McRee’s 
family at a Christmas party, and 
Dauster’concluded that he had not 
been writing, but examining these.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Dr. Charles A. Beard, the historian, 
told Congress today the adminis- 


tration’s British-aid bill would “in- 
volve us officially” in war and he 
urged its defeat, but Maj. George 
Fielding Eliot, the writer, argued it 
should be enacted “with certain 
proper limitations” because of the 
world military situation. 

A third witness, Gen. Robert E. 
Wood, declared that the aid bill is 
a “war bill,” and said it would turn 
over to the President “the blood 
and resources of our entire nation.” 

Wood, a Quartermaster Corps of- 
ficial in the World War, chairman 
of Sears, Roebuck & Co., and acting 
chairman of the America First Com- 
mittee, testified that he favored aid- 
ing Britain and expediting our own 
defense. 

The three men appeared before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee; which also received an- 
nouncement of support for the bill 
by eight Southern Governors, while 
the House started the second day 
of debate o i 3 

The governors advised the com- 
mittee they believed that “passage 
of this bill, at this time is essential 
to the safety of the nation.” 

Maj. Eliot, writer on military sub- 
jects, said destruction of the bal- 
ance of power in Europe for the 
first time since the Napoleonic 
wars had brought about a condition 
filled with danger for the United 
States. Germany’s gaining access 
to the Atlantic had wrecked the 
strategic military setup of the 
world, he declared.

Proposes Use of Credit. 

Beard proposed that instead of 
enacting the administration's bill, 
Congress should authorize the use 
of Government credit to step up 
production of war supplies for 
Great Britain. 

He said enactment of the meas- 

ure would “engage our Government 

in war activities, involve us offi- 

cially in the conflicts of Europe and 

Asia and place in jeopardy every- 

thing’ we cherish in the United 

States. : : 

Congress, in voting on the pend- 

ing bill, must decide, Dr. Beard 
said, “whether. it is prepared, on a 
showdown, to carry .our country 
into war in Europe and Asia and 
thus set the whole world on fire, 
or is resolved to stay out of the last 
ditch and preserve the stronghold 
of order and sanity even against 
the forces of hell.” . 

He said he wanted to see Con- 
gress “resume the legislative power 
assigned ‘to it” and by specific leg- 
islation of its own d: “au- 
thorize using the credit of this: Gov- 
ernment in the aid of American in- 
dustries engaged in supplying Great 
Britain with goods under positive 
conditions co-ordinated with Amer- 
ican defense production. 

Would Require British 

He asserted the legislation he ad- 
vocated should limit the amount 
and the terms of the credit to in- 
crease production, the amount to 
be fixed in excess of “careful 
estimates” of what the British 
would need.

Mechanized Force Enters

CAIRO, Feb. 4 (AP).*British 
mechanized forces have entered Ci- 
rene, Marshal Rodolfo Graziani’s 
former genera] headquarters, some 
60 miles west of Derna, in Libya. 

Marshal Graziani was repotted 11 
days ago to have evacuated Cirene.

British fighter planes “harassed 
the enemy by machine-gun attacks” 
throughout yesterday, it said, while 
bombers “heavily attacked” the rail- 
way station at Barce and set fire to 
several buildings in a bombardment 
‘of the Berka air base at Bengasi. 

Between Slonta and Tecnis (10 
miles east of Barce), severe casual- 
ties were reported to have been in- 
flicted in six separate attacks on 
troops withdrawing along the road. 
Between 20 and 30 motor vehicles

New Gains in East Africa. 

In East Africa, the British re- 


ported they were driving deeper}, 


into Eritrea, Ethiopia and Somali- 
land after crushing Italian re- 
sistance along the irregular 1400- 
mile frontier separating those colo- 
nies from the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan and Kenya. 

Most of the Italian troops hold- 
ing interior posts were said to be 
still intact, but retreating frontier 
garrisons were reported to have 
been cut up and, forced to abandon 
main routes of travel, to be tak- 
ing to the bush. Apparently the 
British were hopeful of dealing 
Italy a crushing blow on this front 
before March, when the tempera- 
ture rises to more than 100 degrees 
and three months of torrential 
rains set in. 

Reports from Eritrea said Ital- 
lan troops, who abandoned Barentu 
to the British Sunday after a heavy 
aerial bombardment, were retreat- 
ing eastward along a narrow moun- 
tainous trail. 

In Italian Somaliland, fighting 
for posséssion of vital waterholes 
was reported progressing in favor 
of the British, who said their forces 
had penetrated deep into the coun- 
try at several points.

PRESIDENT APPROVES BUILDING 
OF DEFENSE WORKERS’ HOMES 


14,875 Dwelling Units Costing $40,- 
000,000 Include Alton-East Al- 
ton Group of 150. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has approved 
immediate construction of 14,375 
dwelling units estimated to cost 
approximately $40,000,000 for de- 
fense workers in nearly 40 areas

ROME, Feb, 4-—Tightening the 
Fascist party's hold on the country 
at the same time that German co- 
operation is being increased, Pre- 
mier Mussolini today shook up the 
political bosses that rule Rome in 


a housecleaning which undoubtedly 
will be extended to other cities. 
Mussolini let 42 resign from party 
offices to volunteer for service at 
the front and replaced them with 
old guard Fascists. 

Thirteen places in the Federal 
directorate for the city, nine places 
in the directorate of the Roman 
Fascio, and 11 members of the 
Federal Commission for Discipline, 
as it is called, are affected in the 
change which returns to power 
men who were street-fighters in the 
rough-and-tumble days and who 
elevated Mussolini to power in the 
1922 march on Rome.

R.A.F. PILOT BLOWS

AT 50-YARD RANGE

When Harvey Atchisson, 19-year- 
old radio amateur, bade his mother 
good-by Friday to go off and join 
the Canadian Royal Air Force, he 
thought he had also said good-by 
to maternal authority. 

On the Canadian border at Buf- 
falo today, however, mother love 
reached out and nabbed him. He’ll 
be returning soon to home and

way. 
“He made up his mind to go,” 
Harvey’s mother, Mrs. Iona Atchis- 
son, a recreation worker, explained 
today, “and I couldn’t very well stop 
him. So I said good-by and off he 
went with $5 in his pocket to hitch- 
hike to Toronto. Then I sat down 
and wrote air-mail letters to Buffalo 
police and Canadian air force of- 
ficials. 

“I thought I’d stop him if I could 
and, if not, why, more power to him. 
Generally, I believe in letting a 
young man make decisions for him- 


self. But what in the world did he 
want to go off and help the British 
for? Why not let them fight their 
own war?” 

Mrs. Atchisson’s letters arrived 
before Harvey. Canadian immigra- 
tion officials halted him on the 
bridge spanning the Niagara Riv- 
er and turned him over to As- 
sistant Chief of Detectives Richard 
H. Mack of Buffalo. Mack  ex- 
plained to the youth that Canada 
will accept no volunteers under 
21 without their parents’ consent 
and that, unless he could persuade 
his mother to change her mind, he 
would have to go home.

LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES 
IN-DENVER, 24 INJURED 


Engine Boiler Lifted High in 
Air at Crossing—Motorists 
Hurt. 


DENVER, Feb. 4 (AP).—Twenty- 
four persons were injured, some 
seriously, by the explosion of a large 
Denver & Rio Grande Western 
Railroad passenger locomotive to- 
day as it was being pushed into 
the railroad yards in the southwest 
industrial section. 

Several of the persons injured 
were motorists who had stopped at 
the intersection for the train to 
cross. 

The boiler and cab of the loco- 
motive were lifted from the under- 
carriage, hurled 60 feet into the 
air and landed upside down on an 
empty railway express car. Before 
landing, the boiler and cab arched 
over the locomotive immediately 
behind. 

_A fireman said on reaching the 
scene, “we found people wandering 
around over a whole square block, 
so dazed they didn’t know what 
they were doing. We just put them 
in ambulances and automobiles and 
sent them to hospitals.” — 

Several of the injured asked fire- 
men: “What's 
here?” 

Force of the blast blew windows 
and bricks from a plant 25 feet 
from the tracks and swung parked 
autamobiles out of position. Some 
members of a loading crew work- 
ing on track 50 feet away were in- 
jured. 

After landing atop the first’ ex- 
press car, the locomotive boiler slid 
to the ground. 

The injured included the locomo- 
tive pilot, W. H. Walton of Denver, 
four members of the train crew, 
six members of the loading crew 
and the motorists. ! :

Policemen in scout cars, operat- 
ing under orders of Chief of Police 
John H. Glassco to arrest all traf- 
fic violators, made 83 of the arrests, 
all for minor infractions.

ZAGREB BRITISH CLUB BOMBED 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Feb. 4 
(AP).—A bomb exploded in the 
English Club at Zagreb today, -kill- 
ing a woman and an engineer. 

Police, blaming radical elements, 
said the bomb probably was in- 
tended for the British Minister, 
who visited the club yesterday. 


A few days later, and not long be- 
fore the president left on his cruise 
of the Caribbean early in the win- 
ter, Clark was invited to the White 
House. There he found Roosevelt 
in a grateful and mellow mood. The 
President is reported to havel ex- 
pressed his regret that the senior 
Senator from Missouri had differed 
so often with him in the past.

No Comment by Clark. 


Clark will not talk about his con- 
ference at the White House since, of 
course, all conversations with the 
President are confidential. The dis- 
cussion between the two men, often 
on opposite sides of the fence, is 
understood tc have lasted nearly 
half an hour. 

This was the first time in several 
years that Clark had had a per- 
sonal visit with the President. Re- 
peatedly he has fought the White 
House on issues close to the Presi- 
dent’s heart, and, a resourceful par- 
liamentarian, he has contributed not 
a little to defeat of pet White House 
measures. 

Clark has declared his unquali- 
fied opposition to the “lease-lend” 
bill regardless of what amendments 
may be attached to it, and he ig ex- 
pected to take an active part in the 
debate against the measure when 
it reaches the Senate floor. The 
leader of the Senate opposition will 
be Senator Wheeler .of Montana, 
who‘ was re-elected to a six-year 
term last November with very little 
to say about the head of the ticket. 
Needless to say, Wheeler, with 


whom the President has a bitter 
personal feud, has not been called 


to the White House for any -felici- 
tations. 

Clark made a national broadcast 
for Roosevelt the Saturday before 
the election. In fact, he had a place 
on the air on a national network 
immediately after the President. He 
also made several] State broadcasts 
during the campaign, speaking at 
Springfield, Sedalia, Jefferson City 
and elsewhere. 


Clark’s Stand in Campaign. 

In advocating the re-election of 
the President to a third term, Clark 
took the line that Wendell Willkie, 
the Republican candidate, was even 
more an interventionist than Roose- 
velt. This was effective with many 
voters who were undecided on the 
foreign issue and suspicious of the 
President’s policy. In the same way 
former Ambassador Joseph Ken- 
nedy made an effective campaign 
appeal to non-interventionist vot- 
ers. 

It had been announced by the 
Democratic National Committee 
during the campaign that Gov. 
Stark of Missouri would speak for 
the national ticket. Stark never 
made any national speeches for the 
Roosevelt-Wallace ticket. The rea- 
son, according to reports here, was 
that Senator’ Truman of Missouri 
protested to National Democratic 
Chairman Flynn that Stark should 
not be permitted to appear for the 
national] ticket since he declined to 
support the State ticket with Tru- 
man running for re-election, Tru- 
man and Stark were opposed in 
the primary in which Stark. was de- 
feated by a small margin. - 

That Roosevelt should make 
friendly overtures to Clark is sig- 
nificant of the President’s desire 
for party harmony. Roosevelt is 
first and last a Democrat, reluc- 
tant to move with the New Dealers 
toward a new and more radical 
party alignment. 

He wants the Bennett Clarks and 
the Pat Harrisons within the party 
fold. And it is only rarely that he 
brings to a personal encounter with 
a party man the violence with 
which he has assailed Wheeler.

20 YEARS AGO. T0 
FASE CONSCIENCE 


Man Who Says He Enm- 
bezzled $4200 at Phila- 
delphia Not Wanted 


' Now, Police Here Learn: 


Police are investigating the story 
of a man who walked into the 
Chief of Detectives’ office yester- 
day, said his conscience had been 
bothering him and that he wanted 


to confess a $4200 embezzlement in 
Philadelphia more than 20 years 
ago. 

He said his name was John Aloy- 
sius Healy, but that he had been 
living here under the name Frank 
Carroll since 1920. He left a wife 
and five children, then aged from 3 
to 13 years, in Philadelphia and had 
not heard from them since, he as- 
serted, 

His story follows: From 1903 to 
1920 he had been a bookkeeper for 
a Philadelphia wool importing firm 
and in 1920 was treasurer of Arch- 
bishop Ryan’s Christmas Club. As 
treasurer he received $3000 in club 
collections and spent the money 
for himself and his family, “living 
beyond our means.” 

On Dec. 15, 1920, he made out 
two checks to himself against the 
importing firm—one for $3000, 
which he indorsed and turned over 
to officers of the Christmas 
club, the other for $1200, 
which he cashed. He immediately 
left Philadelphia and came to St. 
Louis, where he got a job as clerk 
for a wholesale.harware firm. 

At Philadelphia, police said Healy 
was not on their “wanted” list and 
that there was no warrant against 
him. Present members of the wool 
importing firm said they had no 
recollection of an embezzlement 
and no interest in his return. Hea- 
ly’s family moved to Baltimore soon 
after he disappeared and three 
weeks ago two of his grandchildren 
burned to death in a fire there, it 
was learned. 

He is 56 years old.and for the 
last two weeks has been living at 
the Adolphus Hotel, 5004 Delmar 
boulevard. Before that, he said, he 
had lived in various rooming 
houses. He worked seven years 
for the hardware firm, then two 
years for another hardware com- 
pany and recently made a living 
selling candy and chewing gum on 
commission, he said. 

For several years, he told ‘a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, his con- 
science bothered him intreasingly 
and yesterday he decided to go to 
police headquarters and “make a 
clean breast of it all.”

Packing Firm Head Tells 
Son He Was Attacked 
When on Way to Board 
Meeting to Resign. - 


Adolf G. Ackermann, president of 
the Laclede Packing Co., was res- 
cued last night from a lagoon in 
Fairgrounds Park when police 
found him floating face down in 
the water. His automobile, with 
the motor running and the door 
open, was parked at the side of the 
lagoon. 

He was unconscious and suffer- 
ing from severe exposure. His con- 
dition was slightly improved at City 
Hospital today and his son, Adolf 
G. Ackermann Jr., was permitted 
to talk to him briefly. 

The son told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter his father said he had been 
attacked by a man who jumped on 
the running board of his car 


shortly after he entered the park 
last night as he was on his way to 
a meeting of the company’s board 
of directors at which his resigna- 
tion was to be acted upon. 


Bruise on Forehead. 

The son quoted his father as say- 
ing that the man struck him on the 
forehead with a blunt instrument 
and that his father said he remem- 
bered nothing after that. Acker- 
mann, who is 50 years old, had a 
bruise on the forehead when 
jtaken to the hospital. 

Ackermann had left his home at 
1639 Grape avenue shortly after 7 
o'clock to attend the directors’ 
meeting. Three policemen cruis- 
ing through the park in a scout 
car about an hour later saw his 
car parked on the west side of 
Prairie drive. They found a lodge 
book with Ackerman’s name in it 
lying on the seat, and when they 
called the company they were told 
that other directors were waiting 
for Ackermann to arrive. 

Two officials of the company, 
Fred Haeussermann, secretary- 
treasurer, and Raymond Menhard, 
a director, went to the park to aid 
police in a search for Ackermann. 
Within a short time they found 
him in the nearby lagoon and one 
of the policemen waded into the 
three-foot-deep water and carried 
him out. 

Carried $43 and Diamond Ring. 

Ackerman had $43.30 in his 
pockets and a lodge ring set with a 
diamond on his hand. 

Haeussermann said he knew 
nothing of Ackermann’s resignation 
and that, as far as he knew, only 
routine business was to be 
at the directors’ meeting. He said 
the company was in good condition. 

Ackemmann’s son told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter his father 
planned to resign so that he could 
“retire and enjoy the rest of his

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP). — 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, Wage-Hour

Chemists’ Role in War. 


The effectiveness of the means 
of defense available on either side 
would always be a factor for grave 
consideration. There is a_ silent 
struggle going on between the 
chemists, one striving to produce a 
gas against which the mask of his 
enemy will be little protection, the 
other striving to devise a mask 
which shall protect against all 
known toxic, lachrymatory and 
sternutant gases. 

The attacker has only to devise 
a single chemical combination 
which will. penetrate the other 
side’s known equipment; if he does 
it may be too late to make the cor- 
responding improvement in the 
mask. The defender, on the other 
hand, must possess a mask which 
will be proof against all gases ex- 
cept, of course, vesicants, which 
require gas-proof clothing for de- 
fense rather than masks. 

But assuming the adequacy for 
most purposes of the issue masks, 
and the proper training of the 
populace in anti-gas defense meth- 
ods, gas attacks on large centers 
of population do not seem by them- 
selves to be as likely to be ef- 
fective as attacks with high ex- 
plosives and incendiary bombs. The 
total weight which can be carried 
to a given target area by the num- 
ber of bombers available is strictly 
limited, and unless the Germans 
think gas is more useful for any 
purpose than high explosive or in- 
cendiary bombs, they will not use 
it. 


Indeed, it is quite likely that. it 
will be used only as a part of a 
large-scale operation in which it 
may play a special role, or perhaps 
for its moral effect at a well-chos- 
en moment.

In addition to Churchill’s inspir- 
ing defiance after Dunkerque—that 
the British would fight on the chan- 
nel, on the beaches, at every village 
and hill of “this England”—he has 
said that the British navy would 
not be surrendered. 

Anybody who knows Churchill 
must be convinced that he is like 
the Spanish heroes—El Cid and the 
rest—who were driven foot by con- 
tested foot, to the mountains of the 
Asturias and who carried on the 
fight against the Moors for cen- 
turies to eventual victory.

individuals. Visitors to Japan and China are impressed by the fact 
that nine out of 10 of the Germans they meet are bitterly critical of 


Japanese methods. 


Since the fall of France, the Jap- 
anese have had a tremendous admi- 
ration and respect for German 
methods, though many are begin- 
ning to wonder why ‘the blitz ma- 
chine doesn’t get going against Eng- 
land. With some Japanese the al- 
liance with the Axis is unpopular, 
but the majority accepts it with- 
out enthusiasm as the natural con- 
sequence of events. Germany’s 
enemies, they point out, are Japan’s 
enemies; Germany’s ideals and am- 
bitions run parallel] to Japan’s. Ger- 
many and Japan, they figure, are 
“shooting the works” on the same 
objective and are probably destined, 
therefore, to live or die together. 
Imitating Methods. 

So now the Japanese are fran- 
tically working to attain Ger- 
many’s strength by imitating many 
of Germany’s methods. Details of 
the programs in the two countries 
differ enormously, but in each case 
major aims are to erect an air- 
tight, self-sufficient- totalitarian 
bloc of states and to have an all- 
powerful, highly-mechanized army, 
I have yet to meet a German who 
thinks the’ Japanese are doing a 
good job of their totalitarian ef- 
fort. Some ascribe the Japanese 
failure to the lack of a Japanese 
Hitler. All are agreed on one 
thing, that the Japanese system 
lacks the spirit and unity’ that 
makes Naziism work. 

These critical Nazis point out an- 
other difference between the two 
systems. They note that Hitlerism 
came up from the people, while the 
Japanese brand is being superim- 
posed upon a grumbling, apathetic 
population by a few visionaries at 
the top. They claim that what may 
prove the fatal weakness of Prem- 
ier Prince Fumimaro Konoye's 
new structure is its lacks of “pur- 
ity.” Unlike the single-minded, 
ruthless Nazi party, trained for 
years in one tradition and toward 
one end, Japan's half-organized Im- 
perial Rule Assistance Association 
is a hodge-podge of diverse and 
conflicting elements, some of them 
giving only half-hearted support to 
the totalitarian program, and some 
openly opposing it. 

Nazis Clearing Way. 

German experts and “tourists” 
have poured into Japan by the 
scores since the signing of the 
Axis alliance and are freely dis- 
pensing advice to their non-Aryan 
partners. Already, the German 


hand is noticeable in some phases 
of Japanese policy. Exchange and 
trade restrictions tend to follow 
the German model. An agent of 
the Gestapo, installed in the De- 
partment of Home Affairs, helps 
the Japanese to check on foreign 
“agents”, operating in Japan. Staff 
talks have been started between 
the two cougtries, with the ex- 
change of military and naval tech- 
nical commissions, 

German propagandists, who be- 
gan laying the ground for the Axis 
pact here several years ago, are 
almost obnoxiously active. They 
are spreading their message 
through moving pictures, maga- 
zines and ‘lectures. At least one 
of Tokyo’s leading newspapers is 
reputed to be in German pay. Long 
before signature of the Triple Al- 
liance, the Nazis had laid a “fifth 
column” network throughout . Ja- 
pan, even going to the extreme of 
forcing the retirement of non-sym- 
pathetic Germans from teaching 
and other responsible posts, and 
replacing them with devout Nazis. 
Playing for Time. 

The Nazis. @re skillful, but there 
iis always the possibility that they 
will overplay their hand. For the 
Japanese are a proud people and 
will stand only so much dictation. 
They listen respectfully to the Ger- 
man advice, but they do not al- 
ways act upon it. The Germans 
have urged them, for instance, to 
conclude a generous peace with 
China for.the sake of freeing their 
hands for bigger adventures. The 
Japanese decline to make the sac- 
rifices necessary.

INCHING ALONG ON CIVIL SERVICE. 

The cause of municipal civil service in St. Louis, 
after many reverses, is inching along in a forward 
direction at last. The motion is hesitant and slow, 
but it is definite progress. 

The latest gain is the announcement by Chairman 
Fitzsimmons of the Board of Aldermen’s Legislative 
Committee that a public hearing on the bill will be 
held, next Friday afternoon at 2:30. This repre- 
sents a gain, because only two weeks ago, the com- 
mittee refused to grant a public hearing, and Chair- 
man Fitzsimmons was one of the majority voting 
against a favorable report on the bill. He declines 
to state his present attitude, but the fact that a 
hearing has been called leads to hope that he stands 
with Alderman Schweppe, another committee mem- 
ber who voted against the bill, but said the other 
day that he was “seriously considering” changing 
his position. 

These indications of a more favorable attitude 
among consistent opponents of the merit system are 
encouraging to those who have campaigned so long 
for this badly needed reform. There is regret, of 
course, that this receptive mood among the Alder- 
men didn’t develop until it was too late to get the 
measure on the ballot at the April 1 city election.

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BRIEF FOR A CONFUSED MARMOT.

A HAUL OF 489 SPEEDERS. 

The. police had a vigilant eye out for traffic-law 
violators over the week end. They made 489 ar- 
rests of speeders and other offenders, as compared 
with an average of 200 arrests during other week 
ends this year. Patrolmen in squad cars co-oper- 
ated ‘with the traffic division, and made 115 of the 
arrests.

HE amendments to the lease-lend arms 

bill adopted by the House Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee go far to meet the chief 
criticisms of the bill.

It would have been better for the commit- 
tee to amend the bill frankly, clearly and 
unequivocally with regard to the originally 
unmentioned use of American warships to 
convoy and protect British supply ships.

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Appointment of a committee of 


the St. Louis Bar Association to 
confer with Circuit Judges on a rec- 
ommendation that detailed records 
be kept of work done by the judges 
was announced at the association's 
meeting at the Kings-Way Hotel 
last night by President Roland. F. 
O’Bryen. 

The recommendation, made last 
May by the association’s Judiciary 
Committee and referred to its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, is considered 
important because of the new non- 
partisan court law, under which 
judges may go before the voters 
on their records for retention or 
rejection in office. ; 

A vigorous protest against an 
effort in the Legislature to obtain 
repeal of the non-partisan court 
law, a constitutional amendment 
approved by voters last November 
as a means of removing selection 
of judges from politics, was con- 
tained in a resolution adopted 
unanimously at last.night’s meet- 
ing. The move for repeal was 
premature, the resolution said, 
pointing out the new law had not 
yet had an opportunity to func- 
tion. P 

Copies of the resolution will be 
sent to members of the Legislature 
from St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty, to Roy Hamlin, chairman of | 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
and to H. P. Lauf, Democratic floor 
leader in the House, who intro- 
duced the joint and concurrent 
resolution to submit a constitution- 
al amendment for repeal.of the 
non-partisan. law. 

The principal speaker at the 
meeting, W. E. Stanley of Wichita, 
president of the Kansag State Bar 
Association, who spoke on the du- 
ties of the legal profession to the 
public, cited the non-partisan court 
law as one of the reforms spon- 
sored by the organized bar for the 
benefit of the public. 

As individuals, lawyers represent- 
ed their clients but as members of 
bar associations they represented 
the public, Stanley said, urging 
that. all lawyers join bar organi- 
zations. Often, he told the meet- 
ing, reforms advocated by bar 
groups were opposed by a few 
individual lawyers with the result 
that the public mind was confused 
and the reforms sometimes failed. 

Members of the committee which 
will confer with Circuit Judges 
are Ralph Neuwhoff, former Circuit 
Judge J. Wesley McAfee and James 
E. Garstang, chairman. 

The association approved a plan 
for a lawyers’ reference service in- 
tended to provide low-cost legal 
counsel based on ability to pay. 
Details of the plan were given in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday.

give them- some real help in the 
war by acting against the British 
in the Far East. But the Jap- 
anese bide their time, preferring to 
delay intervention until the out- 
come of the war becomes more evi- 
dent, 


Nevertheless, even if they hesi- 
tate to go to war, the Japanese 
are giving the Germans their 
money’s worth by keeping the Unit- 
ed States and Britain worried and 
occupied in the Pacific.” Moreover, 
Japanese ports are believed: to be 
providing useful  reprovisioning 
points for German sea raiders. 


The two-way supply route across 
Russia is enabling both Germany 
and Japan to obtain limited quan- 
tities of vital materials from each 
other. The maintenance of this 
tenuous railway connection depends 
entirely on the vagaries of the 
Russian temperament. Recently, 
for instance, the Russians took a 
notion to multiply the freight 
charges several-fold. The cost of 
haulage is tremendous. But cer- 
tain freight must be had, regard- 
less of cost. Recently, the Jap- 
anese took delivery of a pair of 
huge turbines, ordered before the 
war in Germany. They were 
brought across Siberia in pieces 
and reassembled in Manchuria, 
where they will be utilized to har- 
ness waterpower. 


Every trans-Siberian passenger 
train traveling east carries a load 
of Germans bound for Tokyo. This 
city has. become a jumping off 
place for Germans going to the 
United States and South America. 
Consuls of South American coun- 
tries here have been swamped with 
requests for visas. 


Germany’s best friends in Japan 
are in the Japanese army. Yet the 
army people, while pro-German, 
are, first of all, pro-Japanese. If 
the United States and Germany go 
to war, with the United States as 
the “attacker,” would the Javanese 
army plunge into the conflict in 
accordance with Article 3 of the 
Axis alliance? Many believe that 
Japan would act only if she felt she 
would gain by so doing. This would 
not be the first treaty Japan had 
violated for expediency’s sake.

ASCAP AND JUSTICE BUREAU 
TO DISCUSS CONSENT DECREE 


Music Group Given “48-Hour Period 
of Grace” Before Filing of 
Anti-Trust Suit. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP).— 
Representatives of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers (ASCAP) arranged to 
confer today with Department of 
Justice officials on the possibility 
of settling the current music con- 
troversy through a consent decree. 

Apparent chances for an out-of- 
court settlement brightened yes- 
terday when the Justice Depart- 
ment announced it had’ granted 
ASCAP a “48-hour period of grace” 
during which it would not file an 
anti-trust suit against the society. 
The department’s original schedule 
called for filing of the suit yester- 
day at Milwaukee, Wis. 

An anti-trust suit against Broad- 
cast Music, Inc., a rival organiza- 
tion, recently was settled by con- 
sent decree, and an ASCAP spokes- 
man in New York declared his or- 
ganization was “perfectly willing” 
to try to arrive at an equitable 
settlement out of court.

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NAMING A JUSTICE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. 
USTICE JAMES C. McREYN- 
OLDS had hardly from 
the Supreme Court when Pat 

Harrison of Mississippi led a dele- 
gation of Senators to the White 
House to press the claims of James 
F. Byrnes of South Carolina to the 
newly vacant place on the court. 
The President enthusiastically told 
the Senators that “there was no 
one he'd rather name than Jimmy 
Byrnes,” and sent them away with 
the impression the job was Byrnes’ 
for the asking. 


It is widely assumed, therefore, 
that Byrnes will be appointed to 
the court as soon as the lease-lend 
bill is safely passed and signed. 
The President’s obligations to 
Byrnes are very great. Although 
the extremely influential friends of 
Attorney General Robert H. Jack- 
son still insist he has the refusal 
of the justiceship, the President 
can hardly pass over Byrnes with- 
out seriously souring the congres- 
sional situation. 


Nevertheless, there are several 
reasons to suppose that the expect- 
ed will not happen. In the first 
place, for all his enthusiasm, the 
President offered the Senators no 
commitment. Second, Byrnes is 
an extraordinarily youthful and en- 
ergetic man, but at 62 he is two 
years past the age the President 
once announced as his limit for 
appointments to the,bench. And 
third, and much more important, 
what the President told the Sena- 
tors was one of those genial half- 
truths which conceal rather than 
reveal. There are few men in 
Washington he owes more to than 
Byrnes, or likes better, or more 
enjoys to honor. But from a prac- 
tical standpoint, as Byrnes is the 
only really .efficient Democratic 
leader in the Senate, there is prob- 
ably no one he would less like to 
remove to another sphere. 

Lor these reasons, it is not a 
bad guess that one of two things 
may happen. Either the President 
“nay name Majority Leader Alben 
W. Barkley to the bench instead of 
Byrnes. Thus the road would be 
cleared for Byrnes to become 
majority leader himself, and the 


.|Management of the Senate would 


vastly improve. Or the President 
may call in Byrnes (which he has 
not yet done), tell him what he 
told the senatorialsdelegation, and 
then plead with him to stay on in 
the Senate as a great personal favor. 
Thus, if Byrnes yielded t> the plea, 
the Senate status quo would be 
preserved and Jackson or some 
other New Deal choice would in- 
herit McReynolds’ robes.

YRNES’ sudden desire to leave

all but his closest friends. He is

For all his energy and youthful- 
ness, he is a man of nervous con- 
stitution, ill-fitted to carry the dou- 
ble burden of public business and 
the endless petty tasks of politics. 
His South Carolina colleague, Sen- 
ator Ellison D. Smith, makes 
something of a virtue of his bad 
relations with the administration, 
telling his constituents that he can 
do them no favors so long as the 
President is in the White House. 
Byrnes, on the other hand, is known 
to stand high, and thus all South 
Carolina batters daily at his doors, 
demanding eve ing, from post- 
masterships and free seeds, to 
housing projects,.more CCC camps, 
and $50,000,000 dams. So long as 
he is a Senator like any. other, 
he cannot turn a cold shoulder to 
his neighbors. If he did, the state 
would ring with the story that 
“Jimmy Byrnes was getting too 
big for his britches.” 


This difficulty would be removed 
if he were majority leader, for 
Southern electorates like so well 
to see their home-town boys make 
good that they ask no more than 

e glory. But Byrnes’ second prob- 
lem arises precisely from the fact 
that he is not majority leader. 
Barkley, a decent, well-intentioned 
man, but maladroit im all the arts 
of legislative management, has the 
official leader’s place, owing to the 
stupidest political error the Pres- 
ident ever made. The President 
now knows his error, and constant- 
ly relies on Byrnes to captain the 
Senate Democrats in difficult fights. 
Unfortunately, this not only, puts 
Byrnes in an exceedingly delicate 
position vis-a-vis Barkley. As he 
has no great seniority, it also re- 
quires him to exercise endless and 
somewhat exhausting diplomacy in 
dealing with the Senate Commit- 
tee chairmen and other older men. 

So far, Byrnes has succeeded in 
simultaneously walking on eggs and 
carrying a heavier responsibility 
than any other Senator. He enjoys 
legislative responsibilities more than 
any other kind, and if his position 
were regularized no one can doubt 
he would be delighted to stay on in 
the Senate. No one can blame him 
now, however, for wishing to ascend 
to the bench.

HE ease and speed with

HERE were wordy exchanges

Bonus clauses bused on  per- 
formance cause even more trou- 
ble. The pitcher who in Septem- 
ber finds himself needing three or 
four victories to earn the extra 
money, takes it as a slap at his 
pocketbook—most cruel slap of 
all—if he misses a turn on the 
mound against one of the weaker 
clubs. The manager may want to 
save him for a tougher game and 
the pitcher resents that. The 
bonus pitcher also is angered by 
errors by his comrades, and dug- 
out harmony is thus endangered. 

If a batter slumps and is 
benched late in the season, he 
sulks because he thus loses an 
opportunity to boost his average 
to the bonus point. Or if he is a 
point above the bonus mark, he 
may wish he could retire to the 
bench, where averages don’t 
shrink in the face of tough pitch- 
ers. 

Yes, the fan in the grandstand 
often thinks that a bonus policy 
would be fine, .purring the ath- 
lete to extra effort. But base- 
ball has found the bonus to be a 
terrific headache.

CIO Figures Show Fewer 
Were Out on Strike in 
1940 Than Any Time 
Since 1932.

With the CIO already seeking pay 
boosts that amount to $150,000,000 
yearly, Chairman Tom Girdler ‘of 
the Republic Steel Corporation said 
last night that price increases are 
unavoidable in his industry if there 
are any “substantial advances” in 
cost. He pledged his company to 
forego price boosts so “long as 
costs remain what they are.” 

In Washington the CIO’s news 
service cited Government figures 
to illustrate labor’s “amazing docil- 
ity in a period of business upturn, 
huge profits and high living costs.” 

The CIO printed figures to show 
that there were “fewer workers in- 
volved in strikes last year than in 
any year since 1932, and there were 
fewer man-days lost through strikes 
than in any year since 1930.” 

Developments,, including strike 
situations, were as follows: 

CHICAGO—Negotiators meeting 
in an effort to settle CIO strike at 
the International Harvester Co., 
which halted work a week ago on 
1000 tractors for the defense pro- 
gram and Great Britain. 

MILWAUKEE — Settlement ef- 
forts marking time in CIO strike at 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co., 
with 7000 workers and $40,000,000 in 
defense orders affected; strike en- 
tering third week tomorrow. 

PITTSBURGH— Representatives 
of the CIO and management of 
Universal-Cyclops Steel Corporation 
to confer on demands, including 25 
per cent wage increase. Some $4,- 
000,000 defense orders involved in 
strike, begun Friday. 

CLEVELAND—Nearly 600 em- 
ployes out in deadlocked dispute at 
Standard Tool Co., which makes 
special equipment for defense in- 
dustries. 

DAYTON—Some 150 of 1500 
trucking employes involved in four- 
day-old strike back at work under 
agreement on undisclosed terms. 
Complete settlement being sought.

If it were 
damaged, some of the equipment 
could not be replaced in less than 
a year, he asserted, adding there 
was a “chance of sabotage.” R. 
Newton McDowell, purchasing 
agent for the War Departmient, 
offered to take an option on the 
roads, but Presiding Judge Henry 
Ohlms said time was needed to fix 
a price.

Five Tugs, Aided by Tide, Re-

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., Feb.

“It is no part of its (the board’s) 
duty to police the relations between 
an employer and his em es un- 
der a collective bargaining agree- 
ment.” 

Judge Albert B. Maris, who wrote 
the opinion which wa sfiled yester- 
day without dissent from the court’s 
two other Judges, further held that, 
where an agreement exists, the 
board may not redress discharge of 
an employe because of union activ- 
ity. 

“The breach of a covenant 
against discharge,” he wrote, “may 
not be redressed by the beard, be- 
cause, while clearly a breach of con- 
tract, the discharge is not an un- 
fair labor practice within the mean- 


Act, since it cannot possibly have 
the effect of interfering with or co- 
ercing the employes in exercising a 
right of collective bargaining which 
has already been fully and success- 
fully exercised by them.” 

The opinion said that such dis- 
charges may be righted “in the 
manner stipulated in the agreement 
or by recourse to the courts.”

CHAIR, says the dictionary, is 
A a movable seat with four legs

The movability of chairs enables 
them to be pulled up or pushed back 
to avoid drafts, better to enjoy 
the open fire, to provide a better 
light, or the better to hear people 
with fading voices.

Questions and Answers. 


D. H. J.:—“Would you have an 
article on goiter in your column? 
It is a leading ailment in this sec- 
tion and I believe we should know 
more about its prevention and 
treatment. Should a simple goiter 
which has come on suddenly be re- 
moved even though it is not both- 
ering at the present time? Does 
work requiring considerable lift- 
ing and bending make the goiter 
worse? Is there any way to pre- 
vent them and can they be cured 
when they first develop? Do en- 
larged neck glands always mean 
goiter?” 

Answer — There are a_ great 
many different kinds of goiter and 
anything which I say on the sub- 
ject in general should be checked 
against the opinion of a physician 
who has the opportunity to see the 
patient personally. The kind of 
goiter that develops in a region is 
due to lack of iodine in the soil, in 
the water, and in the vegetables 
that are grown in the soil. They 
are easily preventable with a small 
amount of iodine given twice a 
year, in the spring and in the fall. 
Five or 10 milligrams of iodine 
twice a week, for two or three 


‘ weeks in the spring and fall, is 


sufficient to prevent development 
of this typé of goiter in school chil- 
dren. The question of how much 
work a patient with goiter should 
do would have to be determined by 
experience. There is no direct rea- 
son why work will hurt the goiter. 
To answer your last question: 
there are a great many enlarge- 
ments in the neck that are not due 
to goiter.

RS. WIGGS is back. She is 
M not too happy over what has 

been going on in the Cabbage 
Patch and other literary fields 
since she left, but she is still the 
cheerful philosopher that she al- 
ways was, never one to complain 
very much, and she is making the 


best of a situation that might daunt 


a less valiant spirit. 

“The Patch ain’t what it used to 
be,” says Mrs. Wiggs, “what with 
the Jeeters and their kind messin’ 
‘round out along Tobacco Road.” 
She speaks her mind about it, for 
it was never her way to hold her 
tongue when something needed to 
be said. 

Not in person has Mrs. Wiggs 
returned. That couldn’t be for she 
has gone to the Elysian fields 
where the cabbages are always 
green, and the Patch on the other 
side of the tracks knows her no 
more. But Mrs. Alice Hegan Rice, 
who knew her well, and loved her, 
speaks for her in the autobiogra- 
phy that she has written, calling it 
“The Inky Way,” which has been 
published by the D. Appleton-Cen- 
tury Co., New York. It is Mrs, 
Rice who brings the word that Mrs, 
Wiggs, because of the kind of books 
that we have been getting over 
here, is not entirely happy over 
there. Mrs. Rice doesn’t pretend 
to have had any direct word, but 
she knew Mrs. Wiggs so well that 
she can speak with authority. 

Mrs. Wiggs, it will be remem- 
bered, was a real person who lived 
in a real neighborhood in Louis- 
ville, Ky., a neighborhood so poor 
that its streets did not rate a list- 
ing in the directory, but were 
known simply as the Cabbage 
Patch. It was not a ‘real cabbage 
patch, “but a queer neighborhood 
where ramshackle cottages played 
hop-scotch over the _ railroad 
tracks,” facing any which way. 
There the Wiggses lived and their 
house was the most imposing in 
the neighborhood, due to the fact

that it had a tin roof and two front 
doors, though one, nailed up, was 
only there for appearance and 
might have been viewed as proof 
of social pretensions if anybody 
but Mrs. Wiggs had lived in it. 

The world first came to know 
Mrs. Wiggs the time she stood shiv- 
ering at the one usable door on a 
zero morning and remarked: “My, 
but it’s nice and cold this mornin’.” 
Mrs, Wiggs was that kind of a per- 
son. 

Mrs. Rice, then Miss Hegan, saw 
her there and loveé@ her for what 
she was, the cheery philosopher 
of a forlorn neighborhood, and 
gave her to the world for what 
she was, a jewel in a sordid setting 
that she glorified, and the world, 
not then fallen into the sordidness 
that hides the jewel, loved her in 
its turn, | 


“Mrs.. Wiggs” went far. She 
made book history. The presses 
turned the little book out at the 
tate of 40,000 a month and the cry 
was ever for more and more. For 
two years after publication it was 
one of the six best sellers. It was 
translated into seven languages 
and printed in Braille fer the blind.

FLAT abdomen is essential to 
A: good figure and all efforts to 

attain and retain this youthful 
characteristic are well worth while. 
Abdominal exercises should be part 
of the daily exercise routine of 
every woman, if the nuscles are to 
be kept firm and capable of doing 
their holding-in job. In young 
girls, good muscles may do this 
work without effort, but older girls 
and women have to work for that 
flat Hne. 

One of the best abdominal exer- 
cises in the world is the simple one 
of just holding the abdomen “in.” 
Doing this all the “time, exercises 
and strengthens these muscles. Pull 
your lower abdominal muscles in 
hard, and hold them that way when 
you’re standing, when you walk, 
when you sit. At first you'll forget 
it, and let yourself go, but keep 
reminding -yourself and soon it'll 
become a habit. Then you'll see a 
definite improvement in your fig-

ure. 
Stand before a mirror to get a 
good side view of yourself. Now 
let your abdominal muscles relax, 
and let your chest sag slightly. See 
how matronly that makes you 
look? Now raise your chest and 
pull in your abdominal muscles. 


it’lf be easier to pull yourself “in” 
at all times. 

The abdominal muscles respond 
to exercise in a gratifying way; in 
a short time the abdomen is flatter 
and under control. Exercise, will 
help your figure lines even if you 
are overweight, but a better result 
will be yours if you get rid of ex- 
cess fat by moderate and sensible 

Here are the exercises that con- 
centrate on the abdominal muscles. 
Memorize them and do them — 
every day!.

Mrs. Rice’s autobiography there is 
more than a hint of the devastating 
wrath with which Mrs. Wiggs 
would have fallen upon Jeeter 
Lester if he had come over from 
Tobacco Road and talked in com- 
pany like he felt free to talk at 
home. In the Patch they made 
a point of minding their manners 
in company. Therein, Mrs. Rice 
suggests, they and other lowly folk 
are more genteel than the more 
recent authors who have written 
about them. 

Speaking for herself and for Mrs. 
Wiggs, Mrs. Rice explains how it 
was that ‘Mrs. Wiggs of the Cab- 
bage Patch” was taken to the 
world’s heart when Mrs. Rice gave 
it out of her heart. 

“It was in the days,” says Mrs, 
Rice, “when the gentle reader, con- 
fronted with rotten and green fruit, 
preferred the latter.” And, she 
adds, those were the days when 
the words wholesome and whimsi- 
cal and pure were not terms of op- 
probrium.” 

Mrs. Rice, taking the thing more 
to heart than Mrs. Wiggs would, 
complains that “those of us who 
learned to write when taste was a 
thing to be reckoned with are un- 
der a serious handicap today. We 
lack the necessary vocabulary to 
meet the demand of the hour. Some 
benevolent lexicographer should 
compile a dictionary of obscenities 
and profanities and bring the old 
fogies up to date.” 

Mrs. Rice quotes approvingly a 
writer in a national book review: 
“In these dangerous.and neurotic 
days even humor is suspect and 
has to be done with an edge and a 
bite. We must~be nasty about 
something or somebody, or what is 
man for?” And she asks, rather 
helplessly: “If one doesn’t happen 
to feel nasty, what can one do 
about it?”

“most exalted reader” liked Mrs.

* Suppose you hold the following 
hand:

If you bid 
anything but one spade, you would 
mever thereafter be able to per 
suade your partner that you have a 


five card spade suit. ‘By bidding . 


one spade, you properly open the 
bidding, and also tell your partner 
accurately what your best suit is. 

Length in trumps is more im- 
portant than high cards. With a 
five-card suit and three and one- 
half honor tricks, you are at least 
as safe in bidding as when you 
have a four-card suit and three 
honor tricks.

child she had “a modest talent” for 
story-telling which she exercised 
on her young cousins under an old 
sycamore tree back of the hen- 
house. The modest talent flowered 
when, at the age of 16, -she rounded 
up a gang of young hoodlums who 
were terrorizing a mission Sunday 
School and tamed them by telling 
them the story of “Picayune Pete,” 
or “Nicodemus the Dog Detective,” 
making them her friends for life.
